RUBBER SUBSTITUTES 


Owing to the increasing use of rubber substitutes, H.M. 
Customs and Excise have, from 1 November 1942, given effect 
to the following changes in the Import and Export List :—

Importers, Exporters, and their agents, are asked to describe 
their imports or exports according to this classification both 
when making an application for an Import or Export licence 
(where required) and when declaring the goods to the Collector 





of Customs and Excise. In applications for export licences for 
manufactures of rubber substitutes, full particulars of the nature 
of the rubber substitute should be given. 


GIFTS FROM OVERSEAS 
COUPONS 


Following the announcement that gifts from the United States 
should be canalised through the W.V.S., Personal Service League 
(Dudley House Allocation Committee), and the British Red 
Cross Society, the Board of Trade have issued a Direction (S. R. 
& O. 1942 No. 2183, price 1d.) requiring those Organisations to 
collect coupons on behalf of the Board of Trade from any charity 
or other distributing body or individual to whom they send new 
apparel imported from the United States of America. Further, 
any Organisation which receives such clothing from the W.V.S., 
Personal Service League, or the British Red Cross Society, is 
required to collect coupons from the recipients. 

Similar arrangements have been made with bodies importing 
rationed goods from overseas from other parts of the world, so 
that coupons will now have to be surrendered whenever new 
rationed goods are distributed by charities in exactly the same 
way as if the rationed goods had been sold by a trader.

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ECONOMY OF MINING TIMBER AND STEEL 


The Minister of Fuel and Power has made the Coal Mining 
Undertakings Control Order, 1942, General Direction (Supports 
Economy) No. 1 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2327). 

The utmost economy in the use of timber and steel as support 
materials for collieries is essential, and the Direction is designed 
to promote such economy. To this end the Direction contains 
certain provisions, which take effect on 1 December. 

Colliery Undertakings, other than those employing not more 
than 30 persons below ground, are called upon to employ Sup- 
ports Economy Officers, whose duties will be to ensure that 
supports are not wasted or uneconomically used, and to organise 
the systematic and thorough salvage of wood and steel. One 
officer is to devote the whole of his time to such work at every 
mine at which more than 500 persons are employed below 
ground (and at every undertaking at which more than 1,000 
persons are employed below ground, even though the total 
number of underground workers at any mine within the under- 
taking does not exceed 500 persons). 

In order to reserve for use as props the sizes of round timber, 
which are in shortest supply, the use of round timber of 6 inches 
diameter or less, or splits from such timber, as bars at the working 
face is prohibited. Round timber of 3 inches diameter or more 
must not be used as covering for supports or in building packs or 
chocks. 

Regional Fuel and Power Controllers are empowered to 
exempt undertakings in special circumstances from compliance 
with any part of the Direction.

CONCENTRATION OF THE CLOTHING 
INDUSTRY 


Sir Thomas Barlow, K.B.E., Director General of Civilian 
Clothing, addressed a public meeting of clothing manufacturers 
in the Houldsworth Hall in Manchester, on Wednesday 18 
November. He explained that the Leeds concentration scheme 
was now practically complete, having released over ? million 
square feet of factory space. It had now been decided to start 
concentration in the North-Western area, where there was 
already a committee in being which would begin its work 
immediately. Within a very short period schemes would be in 
operation in other areas, including Leicester, Nottingham and 
Birmingham. 

Sir Thomas referred to recent statements by the Minister of 
Production, and said that there were parts of the country where 
all possible labour must be employed on direct war production. 
The concentration scheme would therefore aim at removing 
clothing production from these difficult areas, and at expanding 
production where labour was easier. The number of places 
concerned was not large (it did not include all the areas men- 
tioned above), nor was their total production a substantial 
proportion of the whole. This transfer, which would not neces- 
sarily be either sudden or violent, would involve an increase of 
production in Scotland, N. Ireland, the North-East of Hngland, 
and parts of London. A preliminary survey of available capacity 
in these latter areas had already been made. 

In order that the transition may be as smooth and rigid as 
possible, it is hoped that the transfer will be effected rather by 
normal concentration arrangements (i.e., nucleus firms in the 
“easier”? areas producing on behalf of closed firms in the 
“ difficult”’ areas) than by the physical removal of complete 
units. 

Besides the transfer of production, concentration must be 
designed to encourage the maximum output of essential gar- 





ments. Designation was a policy under which a great deal of 
labour had been kept within the industry, but it had been 
applied to many factories employing a labour force well below 
their reasonable capacity. This mal-distribution of labour, with 
its accompanying wastage of space, fuel, and power, could no 
longer be permitted, and nucleus certificates would normally only 
be issued when it was clear that a factory was running full, 
Generally this could only be achieved by co-operation among 
several firms, which would merge their productive units, while 
retaining their selling organisations to preserve their identity 
and their good-will for the period of the war.

Theemodels will be displayed in Room 204 at the Offices of 
the International Wool Secretariat, Grand Buildings, Trafalgar 
Square, W.C.2, from Monday, 23 November to Thursday, 
26 November inclusive, between the hours of 11 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
each day. The models will also be on view at the Cotton Board’s 
Colour, Design and Style Centre, 19 York Street, Manchester, 
from Tuesday, 1 December, to Friday, 4 December inclusive, 
between the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. daily. 

These small exhibitions are intended solely for members of 
the making-up trade who will be admitted on presentation of a 
trade card signed by a Director or Partner. 


BLANKETS AND RUGS 


The Board of Trade have issued the Household Textiles 
(Manufacture and Supply) (No. 2) Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942, No. 2344, price 1d.). These Directions provide that wool 
blankets other than National Price-Controlled blankets of which 
the manufacture has been prohibited since 9 July, shall not be 
supplied by manufacturers as from 1 December 1942. It also 
prohibits (except under licence) the manufacture of travelling 
rugs, pram rugs, and similar types of rugs as from 31 December 
1942. The supply by manufacturers of these articles is pro- 
hibited as from 1 March 1943. 

The Board are considering arrangements for the manufacture 
and supply of pram rugs of utility types. ; 


CHILDREN’S MINIATURE UNIFORM SETS 


In order to release frozen stocks of children’s toy clothing sets 
of uniform (e.g., Nursing, Military, Red Indian) for the Christmas 
trade, a General Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2334, price 1d.) 
has been made authorising their supply, until 31 December 1942, 
coupon free if sold at a price up to and including 5s. per set, or 
for four coupons per set if sold at a price over 5s. but not over 
10s. per set. 


FOOTWEAR REPAIRS INDUSTRY 


The Board of Trade have issued the Footwear Repairs (Con- 
trol) (No. 2) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2343, price Id.). 
It gives the Board powers to direct and regulate the conditions 
(including prices) upon which footwear shall be repaired. 

Directions may be given to repairers individually or to certain 
sections or classes of repairers. 

Under this Order any person is prohibited from carrying on 
the business of repairing footwear unless he has sent to the Board 
a written notice in accordance with the Footwear Repairs (Con- 
trol) Order, 1942 (see the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 5 
October 1942, page 451). 

If a repairer intends to close his business for more than three 
months he must give written notice to the Assistant Director 
for Footwear Repairs at least 14 days before the date of such 
closing. 

In this Order “ footwear ’’ means boots, bootees, shoes, slip- 
pers, sandals and clogs, but not footwear wholly of textile 
material or rubber, or both. 

The Order is an enabling one. Only such Restrictions and 
Regulations will be imposed on the industry as are essential for 
the efficient functioning of the indystry in war. In particular 
there is no immediate intention of making any alterations in the 
prices set out in recent Orders. 


WOMEN’S LAND ARMY 
COUPON—EQUIVALENT PERMITS 


The last day on which coupon-equivalent permits may be 
presented to trajers by members of the Women’s Land Army is 
30 November. The issue of these permits by the Ministry of 
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Agriculture and the Department of Agriculture for Scotland 
has already ceased, and the Board of Trade, as part of their 
general scheme for Agricultural Workers, have made alternative 
arrangements with the Women’s Land Army to enable new 
members to obtain occupational clothing not included in their 
free issue. 


NEW PRIVATE CARS 


The Ministry of War Transport announce that the manufacture 
of private cars has ceased except for those under construction, 
licenses to acquire which have already been issued. The Ministry 
cannot therefore accept any further applications for licences to 
acquire new private cars for civilian purposes.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATION 
WELDED JOINTS IN COPPER VESSELS 


The above specification (B.S. No. 1077) has recently been 
published by the British Standards Institution. The need for 
the specification arose from the work of the Committee of the 
B.S.1. dealing with calorifiers who required guidance as to 
standards for the welding of non-ferrous metals with particular 
reference to pressure vessel work. 

The requirements of the specification covers such details as 
the quality of the parent metal of the filler rod and the mecha- 
nical properties of the welds. Details of the chemical composi- 
tion of the filler rod are given in an Appendix—but pending the 
results of further research now in hand—a suggested composition 
for the parent metal is given for guidance only. 

The specification stipulates that the tensile test is to be carried 
out on test pieces in the unhammered state and from which, 
except in certain cases, all reinforcement of weld metal has been 
removed. It is considered that such a test is a direct indication 
of the efficiency of the welding technique. In the actual welded 
vessel the weld is mechanically worked by hammering, and this, 
together with reinforcement, will give a strength for the welded 
joint at' least 3 tons per square inch greater than that obtained 
from the unhammered test specimen.

The Supplement to the ‘‘ Uganda Gazette” of 15 August, 
contains a copy of an Order effective from 19 August, which 
provides that in addition to the duties chargeable under the 
Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1930, and the Customs Tariff (Amend- 
ment) Ordinance, 1941, a surcharge of 16% per cent. of the Customs 
duty, shall be paid on the following motor spirit, and products 
ordinarily used as such on importation into Uganda :— 

Benzine, benzoline, naphtha (non-potable) n.e.e., gasoline, 
petrol and petroleum, shale and coal tar spirit generally, but not 
including power paraffin or kerosene (Item 96 in the Uganda 
Customs Tariff).

Trade and Industry 


BRITISH INDIA 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 


Madras, 24 October. The sowing of paddy is going cn. Crops 
are fair except in the Deccan. 

Bihard, 26 October. Crops are fair. 

Central Provinces and Berar. 30 October. Khariff crops are 
good. 

Bombay, 31 October. Crops are fair except in the South- 
East. 

Punjab, 2 November. Crops are unchanged. 

Orissa, 2 November. The cotton and sugarcane crops are 
progressing. 

Bengal, 9 November. Rabi sowings are proceeding. Crops are 
fair. ; 

Assam, 9 November. Crop prospects are fair. 


Szsamum Crop: SEconp EsTIMATE 


The second all-India estimate of the area covered by the 
1942-43 sesamum crop, is 2,745,000 acres compared with the 
corresponding estimate for the last year of 2,478,000 acres. The 
figure for this year shows an increase of 11 per cent. on last 
year. 

The condition of the crop is good on the whole.—T'rade"Com- 
missioner for India in London. 


CANADA 
AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS 


In spite of reductions in acreage the 1942 wheat crop is reaching 
an all-time record. The first official estimate issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, indicates a crop of 
615,243,000 bushels, almost double the output of 311,825,000 
bushels produced in 1941 and considerably above the previous 
record of 566,726,000 bushels harvested in 1928. Of this total, 
the Prairie Provinces have produced 587 million bushels, twice 
their output in 1941. The heavy increase in wheat production 
this season is attributable to extremely favourable weather 
during the growing season and the extensive seeding of summer 
fallow in the Prairie Provinces. As a result, the average yield 
per acre was 28-4 bushels as compared with the previous high 
record of 26 bushels in 1915. Weather during harvesting has 
not been equally favourable, delaying operations, and the crop 
is expected to grade lower than average, largely grades 2 and 3. 
Early tests by the Board of Grain Commissioners indicate that 
the protein content of the wheat is also lower than average. 
Equally abundant yields, and increased sowings of coarse grains 
have ensured a record production of oats, barley and rye. Flax- 
seed output is the largest in many years, 16,981,000 bushels as 
compared with 6,566,000 bushels in 1941. The record crop of 
all grains in the Prairie Provinces this season shows clearly the 
relationship of precipitation to yields. Land which a few years 
ago was reported to be nothing more or less than desert has this 
this year produced the highest average yields on record. 

The marketing of these crops presents no difficulties in the 
case of the feed grains and flaxseed as arrangements have already 
been concluded with the United States for the purchase of surplus 
supplies. The record wheat crop, however, will throw a severe 
strain upon the storage facilites in the Dominion, which is 
aggravated by the shortage of lumber for the erection of 
temporary structures. The Government has contracted to 
purchase 280 million bushels which will leave approximately 
300 million bushels on the farmers’ hands. It is not impossible 
that if there is strong demand in the United States for the 
Dominions feed grains, substantial quantities of lower grade 
wheat will be fed to livestock on the Prairies this winter. Accord- 
ing to the United States Department of Agriculture there is a 
reported deficiency in the United States of approximately 10 
per cent. in animal feed requirements. The recently-concluded 
trade agreement with the Soviet Union and monthly shipments of 
relief wheat to Greece will absorb relatively small quantities 
of Canadian wheat during the coming year. 

Favourable weather conditions have also benefited the fruit 
crops and the 1942 apple crop is estimated at 4,050,700 barrels, 
an increase of approximately 13 per cent. over the small 1941 
crop, but nearly 16 per cent. below the average of 4,813,000 
barrels in the five years 1936-40. Other fruits, including pears, 
peaches and apricots, are considerably above the yields of the 
previous year. Present reports on the grape crop indicate that 
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with favourable weather and absence of early frost the 1942 crop 
will be in excess of 70 million lb., the largest on record and 
nearly 50 per cent. higher than the 1941 crop. The potato crop 
is somewhat better than last year’s short yield, with increases in 
Ontario and the Prairie Provinces The first estimates of 
Canadian leaf tobacco indicate a total output of 79 million lb. com- 
pared with 94 million lb. in 1941. Lower yields were estimated 
for all types of tobacco and although acreage was increased by 
10 per cent. the decline in output was 13 per cent. 

In spite of increases in slaughtering of both cattle and hogs 
increased demand from home and export markets has produced 
a straitened meat situation in Canada. In order to fulfil the 1942 
bacon contract with Great Britain it has been necessary to 
request the Canadian people to reduce their consumption of pork 
products. The beef situation has been affected by a number of 
factors—increasing demand both civilian and military in Canada, 
higher prices and a similar increase in demand in the United 
States which has attracted cattle to the American market up to 
the full extent of the quota allowed under the trade agreements 
and a reluctance on the part of the livestock raisers to market 
their animals under the existing price ceiling. The Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board is taking steps to ameliorate the situation 
and all sales of cattle are now under a Crown Company—War- 
time Food Corporation, Limited. 

The fulfilment of this year’s contract for cheese and con- 
centrated milk products for Great Britain resulted in an increase 
of over 50 per cent. in cheese production in the first seven months 
of 1942. This increase has been at the expense of butter output 
which showed a slight decline during the same period.—The 
Royal Bank of Canada, Montreal. 


PERU 
COTTON EXPORTS: 1941-1942 SEASON 

According to figures recently published by the Bank of London 
and South America, Limited in London, the total exports of 
cotton from Peru during the 1941-42 season was 222,207 bales 
of 478 lbs. net compared with 314,005 bales during the 1940-41 
season. Although Japan headed the list of destinations in 
1941-42 with 60,071 bales as against 204,856 bales in 1940-41, 
actually there have been no exports to Japan since November 
1941. The other principal destinations for Peruvian cotton in 
the 1941-42 season were as foliows, the comparable figures for 
1940-41 being added in parenthesis: Great Britain, 39,603 bales 
(32,635); the United States, 33,972 (11,927); Chile, 32,051 
(16,809) ; Colombia, 23,199 (17,859); Bolivia, 8,429 (4,306) ; 
Argentina, 5,904 (2,377); Venezuela, 5,176 (6,169); Canada, 
3,487 (1,137); Guatemala, 2,960 (842); Sweden, 2,694 (nil) ; 
and Ecuador, 1,715 (938 bales).

COMMODITY INSURANCE SCHEME 
WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939 (PART II) 
The Board of Trade have, with the approval of the Treasury, 

decided that in respect of the period beginning 3 December 1942 
and ending 2 March 1943, the rate of premium payable under any 
policy issued under the Commodity Insurance Scheme shall 
continue to be at the rate of 5s. per cent. per month. 

To meet the wishes of traders whose insurance cover remains 
at a substantially constant level from month to month, policies 
under the Commodity Insurance Scheme may as from 3 December 
1942 be effected for a fixed sum for a period of three months, 
ending 2 March, 2 June, 2 September or 2 December as the case 
may be. Supplementary policies expiring with the main policy 
may also be effected. The monthly form of policy for a fixed 
sum and three-monthly adjustable policy hitherto issued will be 
continued. 

Effect has been given to these decisions by the War Risks 
(Commodity Insurance) (No. 5) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 2355, price Id.). 


REGISTER OF DYERS AND CLEANERS 

The last day for all dyers and cleaners who work for the general 
public and not for trade purposes to register with the Board 
of Trade at Neville House, London, 8.W.1., is 21 November. 
Full particulars of name of business, address at which carried 
on, nature of business and the number of those engaged in it, 
both employers and workers must be given. Collecting agencies 
may not register; only those who do dyeing and cleaning and 
processes incidental to such. 


PRICES AND MARGINS 

The Board of Trade have published a booklet called ‘* Prices 
and Margins ”’ (obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office or through 
any bookseller, price Is.). Its aim is to explain to traders— 
retailers, wholesalers and manufacturers—the general system 
and the detailed regulations controlling the prices of cloth, 
apparel, bedding and household textiles. 

The booklet explains how each kind of trader should calculate 
the maximum price he may charge for all these goods, whether 
they are utility or non-utility. There is a section for each class 
of goods, subdivided into headings dealing with each class of 
trader, e.g. manufacturers, wholesalers, retailers and composite 
businesses. A retailer dealing in clothing only, for example, 
would need to look at only two short sections, under the headings 
of utility apparel and non-utility apparel, to find all the informa- 
tion relevant to his business. There are, in addition, tables 
showing in concise form the effect of the price control Orders. 

A section at the end deals with such general regulations 
covering all price controlled goods, as the Invoices Orders and 
the Restriction of Resale Order. There is also a ready reckoner 
giving the retail selling price for five different margins of profit 
on every price from }d. to £20. 


HEADWEAR QUOTA AND CONCENTRATION 


The Headwear Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2047, 
price 2d.) have been amended in various respects by the Head- 
wear (No. 2) Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2354) in 
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response to representations from manufacturing and distributing 
interests. The principal changes are as follows :— 


Rationed goods 

Rationed headwear, including officers’ service head-dress and 
nurses’ squares, is now specifically exempt from quota restriction, 
and supplies of such goods in the standard period must be 
excluded from supplies on the basis of which quota is calculated. 
A person who was not manufacturing rationed headwear on 
8 October 1942 may not supply any such headwear of his own 
manufacture except under licence. 


Exports 

Exports are now included in the quota restriction, and goods 
exported by registered persons in the standard period may be 
included in the supplies on the basis of which quota is calculated. 
Goods exported during the period 8 October to 18 November 
are not to be counted against quota. 


Alteration to period and rate of quota 

The period of restriction has been extended to 28 February 
1943, and to take account of this and other changes the quota 
has been increased from 10 to 15 per cent. of supplies in the 
standard year 1941. 


Mixed businesses 

In order to facilitate control of mixed businesses the Register 
has been divided into two parts. Part I will contain the names 
of manufacturers who do not apply the mixed businesses pro- 
visions of the Apparel and Textiles Order (see paragraph 16 of 
the notes to the previous Directions) and Part Il will contain the 
names of manufacturers who do apply these provisions. In 
general, a person registered in Part I of the Register must restrict 
within his quota his total supplies of headwear, whether or not 
of his own manufacture, whereas a person registered in Part II 
must restrict within his quota his supplies of headwear of his own 
manufacture only. Since only persons who are applying the 
mixed business provisions will be registered in Part LI, goods will 
be regarded as supplies by these persons when they are trans- 
ferred from their manufacturing to their wholesale or retail 
departments, and not as normally when they are sold or otherwise 
supplied to other persons. 

Full details of the new regulations are given in the Explanatory 
Notes printed with the amending Directions. 


Applications for registration 

Firms which have hitherto not applied for registration pending 
settlement of the mixed business arrangements should now apply 
immediately on the normal form of application stating that they 
wish to take advantage of the mixed business provisions of the 
Apparel and Textiles Order and therefore that they desire to be 
entered in Part II of the Register. Applications of this kind will,, 
of course, only be considered from persons who have kept and 
still keep separate records showing clearly their transfers of 
headwear from their manufacturing to their distributive depart- 
ments. Persons who have already been registered or applied for 
registration and have not asked for the mixed business provisions 
to be applied to them, but now wish to take advantage of these 
provisions and be entered accordingly in Part IT of the Register 
should also notify the Board of Trade forthwith. Applications 
should be addressed to the Board of Trade, Hawkins House, 
Dolphin Square, London, 8.W.1. : 


Concentration 

The Board of Trade hope to be able to invite headwear manu- 
facturers to submit concentration proposals early in December 
for approval on the basis of the full information which should 
then be available from the census forms now being sent out. In 
discussing and framing concentration proposals manufacturers 
should be guided by the following general principles. 

(1) The amount of labour which can be retained in the industry 
in any given area depends upon the demand in that area for 
labour for war work. In areas where there is an acute labour 
shortage, the Board will not be prepared to approve concentra- 
tion schemes involving the retention of any labour in this 
industry except that which is completely unsuitable for transfer 
to war work or to other work, which in turn would release labour 
for war work. Firms in these areas should therefore try to make 
arrangements with firms in other areas rather than with other 
firms in the same area. 

(2) The full extent of the demand for transference of labour 
from this industry cannot be finally stated, but, generally 





speaking, concentration proposals should aim at a release of at 
least two-thirds of the labour of the participant firms on 
8 October. 

(3) The production of industrial caps and of infants’ headwear 
and to some extent also headwear for young children must be 
maintained above the general level of restriction, but this 
production like the rest must be transferred wherever possible 
from the most difficult areas and must not involve the retention 
of labour suitable for transfer. 

(4) The Board will have no objection if a firm producing one 
kind of headwear proposes to combine with a firm producing 
another kind, provided that the combination does not involve 
wasteful use of premises or labour. 

(5) These principles apply to manufacturers of all types of 
headwear except hat hoods, and to manufacturers of the latter 
in so fag as they make hoods into hats. The hat hood industry 
itself, which has already undergone some concentration, will be 
considered separately in the light of the total demand for its 
products. 


Future supplies by nucleus and other firms 

As soon as particular concentration arrangements are approved 
the Board will consider applications from the nucleus firms for 
licences to make additional supplies, provided that such licences 
can be justified on the basis of the agreed labour force. After 
28 February the quota will be replaced by individual licences, 
and firms will not receive licences unless they have participated 
in an approved concentration scheme or have satisfied the Board 
of Trade that it is impracticable for them to do so. 


PERAMBULATORS (MAXIMUM PRICES AND 
CHARGES) 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
{egulation Committee, has made the Perambulators (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2322) 
controlling the price at which all children’s perambulators, push 
chairs and folders may be sold. 

From 20 November 1942, the maximum price to be charged 
by a manufacturer for perambulators described in the First 
Schedule to the Order shall be either :— 


(a) the aggregate of his costs of production and sale to- 
gether with an amount equal to 6 per cent. of such 
costs ; or 

(6) the relevant amount specified in that Schedule whichever 
shall be the smaller. 


A wholesaler dealing in perambulators in this Schedule is 
not permitted to add to the cost of the articles but is entitled to 
a discount from the manufacturer of not less than 7} per cent. 

A retailer’s maximum price for perambulators shall for models 
not described in the First Schedule be the aggregate of the price 
paid to the manufacturer or wholesaler, plus 50 per cent., or in 
the case of perambulators described in the First Schedule, this 
amount of the relevant amount specified in that Schedule, 
whichever is the less. 

The Order provides that the manufacturer, wholesaler and 
retailer shall inform customers of the maximum price of any 
model offered for sale. In the case of the manufacturer and the 
wholesaler this information must be supplied in writing (on the 
invoice or by some other method) either at the time of delivery 
or prior to it. In the case of the retailer a ticket giving the 
name or number of the model for sale and the maximum price 
must be securely attached to the perambulator. 

In the case of the retailer delivery charges properly incurred 
in delivering goods to his customer outside a 15-mile radius may 
be added to his maximum price. Within a 15-mile radius the 
retailer can only add delivery charges if it has been his practice 
to do so prior to 1 January 1942. 

The maximum prices for the manufacturer and the wholesaler 
include delivery charges. 

The supply by manufacturers of models not described in the 
First Schedule to 8. R. & O. 1942 No. 2322 is prohibited, except 
under licence, by the Perambulators (Control of Supply) Order 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2342), and such manufacturers should 
therefore immediately approach the Board of Trade (I.M.4, 
Department, Millbank, London, 8.W.1) giving the name or 
number of the model concerned. At the same time they should 
get in touch with the Central Price Regulation Committee so 
that the price of the model may be correctly established.
